But. the infinite - Advantages which Emg/and has reaped by its 'Woollen ManufaQtures is allowed by all, nor can it 
be denied, ( or if it is, it can be proved ) That Ire/aud has encrealed greatly in the Woollen Mauufatture in imitation of the 
Enzliſh, and has ſent vaſt Quantities abroad tO Yeign Parts. Aad thoſe who are againſt this Bill, ſeem to think that the 
People of Ireland ſhould not be debarr'd from Improving and Enriching that Country by the ſame means, and that it is hard 
to deny 1re/and to make the belt. of their Land, Labour and Induſtry ; in anſwer whereunto it is to be conſidered, 
England has been always. very kind to Ireland, ſince they have been ſo nearly related, and has ſtudied and promoted 
their Intereſt in every, thing, Except what has tended to the immediate Detriment of the Lands and Trade of Ersland, and 
therein Ez2/and muſt be excuſed, if it looks firſt to its own Preſervation. | Un 
By the At: of N:vigation, 12 Cer. 2. Cap. 18. Se. 1, 14,8 18. the ſame Priviledge is given to the People of Ireland, as 
to thoſe of England; and by the AR for Encouragement of Trade, 15 Car. 2. Cap. 7 all forts of Vituals, Servants, and 
Horſes are alipwed to be Earried from Irelaza to the Plantations; and Fng/and bas always with the Expence of its Blood 
and Trealuxe, reicued and protected Ire/ad, and might juſtly in Gratitude expett that Ir:/ay4 would do nothing to i's 
Prejudice, at leaſt not to tear out the very Bowels, and ſuck out the Hearts blood of its Deliverer and Defender. 
That” the permitting the continuance of eyporting Woollen ManufaQtures from Ireland to Forreign Parts, muſt of Ne: 
FeTrve ſuch an Effet, is evident : For, ; 
1. Wool is 50 per Cent. cheaper in Ireland than in Er, land. 
2. Labour is as muck cheaper there, by reaſon of the cheapneſs of their Proviſion, c*c. ol 
3- Tallow and Salr, which makes Soap, of which a great Quantity is uſed mm the Woollen Goods, is one third part + +" 
dearer here than there. > = 1+ DNR 
4. 251, Sade Oyls, &:c. from Forreign Parts, are cheaper there than here. 
5. The Exchange of Money between England and Ireland is ordinarily at leaſt 10 per Cert. | 
And upon the whole Account, the ſeveral Sorts of Woollen Manufattures made in Irclard, are made, dreſt, dyed, ſhip- 
ped and carried to Forreign Markets, at leaſt zo per Cemr. cheaper than the Woollen ManufaQtures of Erz/and, of the ſame 
forts and goodneſs, What then can be the natural, and immediate conſequence of this, but that Ire/and will by degrees carry 
away all the Woollen Trade from Ezg/azd, ior no body trades but for profit ; and if Forreigners can have what they want,  _ == 
Jo per Cent. or 5 per Cent. nay, but 1 per Cent. cheaper from one place than from another, they will fetch them where they can = 
be had cheapeſt, and the Exg1;b People themſelves do the ſame ; for the Merchants in Ex21:z4 will not ( for the ſake of EnglandYy 3 
ſend Woollen Goods from England, when they can buy and fend them fo much cheaper from Ir«{and to Forreign Parts nn 
Ireland thus encreaſing in their Woollen ManufaQtures, and by their cheapneſs underſelling Exgland in Forreign Markets, 
muſt carry away the Trade from Ez2/azd, and the Encouragement hereby given to the ſaid Manufactures in [reland, will 
draw thither the Ezg/iſþ Manufatturers, and other Ezg/iſh People depending upon that extenſive Trade, whereof ſome are 
already gone, and many more reſolve to go immediately, it this Bill does not paſs, which will ſoon impoveriſh and weaken

2. By lowering the Price of Wool throughout the Kingdom. he 
3. By bringing a great and inſupportable Burthen of Poor upon the Pariſhes where the Woollen Manufacturers live. - 
4. By the loſs of the People themlelves, who are a great part of the ſtrength of the Kingdom, . 
5. By the decay of the Fxg/ijh Navigation and Naval Force. | 
This muſt in time put Jrela,d into the condition of En21az4, or at leaſt reduce Ez2/and to the condition of Ireland, 
and whether then lre/and will be fo forward and zealous to piclerve and defend Ez2/and, as Enzland has been to guard and S. 
prote&t Ireland, is too dangerous an Experiment, and it ſeems better for Ezg/azd to keep the Staff in its own hand, whileſt _. 7 
it is in its Power, than to give it others, and depend upon their kindneſs for its own fatety. WE an 
Aﬀter all, Ireland has not' the reaſon which it pretends ro, to complain for want of means to improve their Land, OY 
and excite their Induſtry ; they may and do export Corn, Bcef, Pork, Mutton, Hides, Tallow, Leather, Butter, Cheele, --- 
Candles and Fiſh, and all forts of Proviſion in great plenty to Forreign Parts, and to the Plantations, and they may have AY 
what Encouragement they deſire for the promotion of the Linnen ManufaCture, tor which their Soyl is very proper, or any 
other ManufaQture except Woollen, and they are well ſeated for the Fiſhery, which in time they may make more profitable 
to them. And it is Forreigners chiefly who would recap the Benefit of the Woollen Manufacture there, who fend their 
Stocks to be employed therein, and the profit is returned to them in their own Country, —— And on the other hand, all 
Parts of Ex2/and, where any Sheep or Wool is, will be greatly affeted by the lois of our Woollen ManufaEture, and by con- 
ſequence the whole Land and Trade of every part of Englazd : All which is confirmed by Sir W. Temple, in his Eflay on 
the Trade of 1relana, who ſays, p. 113. That the Improvement of Woollen Manufaftures in TIrelavd would give ſo great a 
damp to the Trade of Eng/and, ( of which Cloths, Stuits and Stockings make ſo mighty a part ) that it ſeems not fit to be.
